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SCHWAB’S CHURCH DEDICATED 


October 3.—The latest advices 
from the island of Samar give harrowing 
details of the slaughter of the members 
of Company. C, Ninitn United States in- 
fantry, last Saturday at Balingaga. It 
seems.that the presidente of the town, 
claiming to be friendly, led the assault 
in person. 

Qn hearing of. the slaughter Colonel 
Isaac D. Derussy, of the .Eleventh in- 
fantry, started for the scene with a bat- 
talion. The bod of Captain Connell had 
been tied at. the heels, saturated with 
kerosene and partly burned. 

Forty-five bodies had been burned in 
a trench leaving seven unaccounted for. 
The charred remains of many were re- 
covered. In numerous instances the 
bodies had been badly mutilated. 

Three hundred Macabebes will also be 
dispatched to the scene of the massacre 
on board the Legaspi, which is delayed 
by a typhoon. 

The hospital ship Relief will leave here 
tomorrow with one battalion of the 
Twenty-sixth regiment to reinforce the 
troops in phe island of Samar. 

The American publishes a telegram to- 
day giving an account of the fight in 
which a majority of the men of Company 
C, Ninth regiment, were killed near Bal- 
ingaga, September 28. The fight was long 
premeditated and the Filipinos were call- 
ed to commit the slaughter by the ring- 
ing of church bells at daylight. They got 
between the soldiers, who were breakfast- 
ing, and their quarters. The insurgents 
were mostly armed with bolos but they 
had a few rifles with them... 
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EXPLANATION IS GIVEN JAPAN 


United States Denies That Any Dis- 
crimination Was Intended. 
Washington, October 2.—The Japanese 
government has been told courteously 
that the United States officials had no in- 
tention *to discriminate, on account of 
race, in making the personal examina- 
tions in quarantine in San Francisco and 
Honolulu, which have led to the filing 
of remonstrances by the former govern- 

ment. 

The quarantine rules are said to have 
been based on purely geographic and 
sanitary considerations, and are not en- 
forced toward Japanese with greater rig- 
or than toward other peoples.

AN INCREASE IN EARNINGS. 


Last Fiscal Year Very Prosperous 
for Louisville and Nashville. 
New York, October 2.—The pamphlet re- 
port of the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road Company for the fiscal year ended 
June 30 shows total earnings of $28,022,- 
206, an increase of $279,628 over the pre- 
ceding year. The total operating ex- 
penses were $18,233,083, a decrease of $70,- 
373 from last year. The total net earnings 
from all sources were $10,493,861, being an 
increase of $704,844. The total charges 
were $6,212,749, an increase of $42,967. Af- 
ter deducting the dividends there remain- 
ed a surplus of $1,586,112, which was an 
increase of $78,877 over the year  be- 

fore. 

Louisville, Ky., October 2.—The stock- 
holders of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company today, at their annual 
meeting, reelected the old board of direc- 
tors. The past year was the most pros- 
perous in the history of the company. 


INSURANCE AS INVESTMENT. 


Some Instances Where Policies for 
Large Amounts Are Taken Out. 
New York, October 2.—The tendency of 

business men to protect their estates by 

policies of life insurance is becoming as 
general as to protect their buildings by 
policies of fire insurance. Since Mr. 

George W. Vanderbilt, of New York, and 

Mr. Frank H. Peavey, of Minneapolis, 

each took policies for $1,000,000 (one million 

dollars) a few years since in the Mutual 

Life Insurance Company of New York, 

there has been no equally large sum 

written on one individual; those remain 
the record figures for the world. But poll- 
cies of $50,000 and $100,000, and even $200,000, 
are so frequent as to cause little com- 
ment, and even when Mr..

Hawkes, it appeared, desired an appoint- 
ment more than pecuniary remuneration 
in the way of settlement. General Corbin 
introduced him (McIntyre) to Assistant 
Secretary Meiklejohn. The latter, dis- 
viaiming any connection with the hemp 
combination, sai€@ he would be glad to do 
something for Hawkes. 

The details of the settlement effected, 
according to McIntyre, included the. ap- 
pointment of Hawkes to a civil position. 
McIntyre wanted a promise that Hawkes 
should be retained in the office, but Mr. 
Meiklejohn had said he could not give 
such assurance. Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Boyd, at his instance, had indorsed 
Hawkes for the position, but Mr. Boyd 
had said nothing to him about the Heis- 
tand-Hawkes settlement. He added that 
nothing ever was said by Mr. Metklejohn 
indicating that tie appointment was 
made as a conside tion of the settle- 
ment. a 

Senator Harris juestioned Hawkes 
closely concerning a letter he had written 
to Colonel Heistand, which conflicted 
with his present statement. He declared 
that his present statement was correct. 
Witness had written James E. Boyd, of 
the company, that witness had no claim 
against him. He released Boyd, he said, 
because Boyd “was witness’ personal 
friend. Major fiawkes also said that he 
never learned from any of the parties 
named, Boyd, Allen, Corbin and Meikle- 
john, that they were in the company; all 
such representations coming from Heis- 
tand. 

General Corbin on Stand. 

General H. C. Corbin, adjutant general, 
who was named in the resolution as one 
of the parties to the deal, testified that 
Colonel Heistand made a general state- 
ment to him concerning the organization 
of a company and asked him if he would 
like to invest in it. He thought favorably 
of the concern, but two or three days 
after he told Heistand that he had no 
money to invest in any company. Some 
time afterwards Assistant Secretary 
Allen came to him and said that a man 
named Hawkes was using both their 
names to float some scheme. He told 
Allen that Hawkes had no authority to 
use his name. Neither Boyd nor Meikle- 
john ever talked to him concerning the 
organization of the company. He had 
never discussed the matter with Hawkes. 
He knew of Hawkes as he was appoint- 
ed in the volunteers and subsequently ap- 
plied for another appointment. The pa- 
pers for the latter place were withdrawn. 
Later Hawkes came to him with a claim 
against Heistand, and he had sent it to 
Heistand. That was all his connection 
with the matter. He wanted to state, he 
said, for the honor of his country, that 
he never heard it intimated before that 
the war department could be used for any 
dishonorable purmpses. 

James E. Boy@also denied any connec- 
tion with the company. Judge Boyd 
said he never talked with Corbin, Meik- 
lejohn, Allen or Heistand concerning the 
proposed company. He has known 
Hawkes for several years and helped him 
to get a commission in the volunteers. 
Hawkes came to him with the letter 
known as the “To Whom it May Con- 
cern” letter. He did not remember its 
contents, but it was a general testimon- 
iaJ. Witness had a desire to help him 
and signed a letter for that purpose. 
No suggestion ever was made that he 
(Boyd) was to receive stock in the com- 
pany for nothing. Hawkes came to him 
later and presented a subscripfion paper 
and wanted him to take stock, which he 
declined to do. : 

Hawkes Tried to Sell Story. 

Major Hawkes said he had endeavored 
to sell the whole story to New York 
papers and, likewise, had unsuccessfully 
offered to sell to the democratic national 
committee prior to the election for $300 
“and other considerations.’’ The offer 
was not accepted. Hawkes said he then 
withdrew the papers upon assurance from 
a government official that his case would 
be taken up and satisfactorily settled: 
He was asked if he had not approached 
Lawrence 8S. Holt, of North Carolina, 
and offered to hush up the case for a con- 
This question was 
asked at the suggestion of Colonel Heis- 
tand, and was noted by Hawkes, who 
replied in heat that ‘$800 would not hush 
up anything. Any man that says go is 
a liar and I will so brand him.”’ 

Major Hawkes testified as to his inter- 
views with Flint, Eddy & Company, of 
New York, to whom he announced his 
purpose of organizing a company to ‘“‘con- 
trol the hemp trade of the Philippine is- 
lands, both by manufacturing and’ pur- 
chasing raw material to ship out.” He 
said Colonel Heistand had guaranteed 
that if the combination were put througn 
the tariffs could be “fixed.” Heistand 
had said he could get a Mr. Smith, at

Under the conditions of 
this, the second race, the yachts will be 
sailed 10 miles on each of the three legs 
of the course. It is the intesZfion of the 
committee tonight to sail the first leg to 
windward, which will make the other two 
a broad reach and a close reach, provided 
the wind does not shift. 


Everything Ready for Race. 


At Sandy Hook tonight everything is 
ready. for tomorrow's race, and if the 
weather predictions prove true, the 
yachts will have plenty of wind, perhaps 
more than they want. At 9:30 tonight 
the wind shifted suddenly in a squall 
from south to rndrthwest and began to 
blow hard from. that quarter. At 10 
o'clock its velocity was 36 miles an hour. 

While it was a quiet day with the 
yachts lying at their moorings, inside of 
Sandy Hook bay,‘the officials of the New 
York Yacht Club %nd Royal/Ulster Yacht 
Club had a busy Eme of it in complying 
with the request’ot Sir Thomas Lipton, 
backed by the assent of E. D, Morgan, 
of the Columbia, that in future the races 
should be held on consecutive days, not 
counting Sunday. In addition there came 
the request from George L. Watson, the 
designer of the Shamrock, for a remeas- 
urement, because of his intention to take 
out ballast before tomorrow’s race. On 
the first prposition an agreement was 
finally reached between the challenge 
committees of the two clubs for a race 
every day, but on the second Mr. Wat- 
son, after further considering the m 
ter, decided to let it drop and the yacht 
will satl tomorrow with exactly the same 
amount of ballast which she has carried 
in previous races. This will not prevent 
Mr. Watson taking out ballast at any 
time he may wish, which, of course, the 
club is willing to have done at any time. 
If, however, after tomorrow's race Mr. 
Watson decides to take out ballast, it is 
1 r_bable that there will be no race on 
Fecay, as under the new arrangement 
ecier yacht is at liberty to decline to 
Is te On the next day. 

Text of New Agreement. 


This will be seen in the agreement, 
which was drawn up and signed this at- 
ternoon. which is as follows: 

The agreement determining the condi- 
tions and governing the races for the 
America’s cup, as agreed upon by the 
committees of the New York Yacht Club 
and the R 1 Ulster Yacht Club, are 
hereby modified as follows: 

“Strike oft clauge beginning: ‘The first 
race Shall ‘be sailed on Saturday, Septem- 
ber 21, 1901,’ and substitute the following:

To Shift Ballast on Shamrock. 

About noon it was learned at the club 
that those in charge of the Shamrock 
desired to shift some ballast, which, of 
course, necessitated plans for a measure- 
ment. Whether this plan of removing bal- 
last from the challenger was made with 
a view of decreasing the stiffness of the 
boat or cutting the water line—a matter 
of a few inches—so as to gain in time 
allowance, could not be ascertained.

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GOVERNOR ODELL, OF NEW YO RE, 
Who Is Asked To Commute Sentence of Czolgosz. 
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Albany, N. Y., October 2.—Governor 
Odell arrived in this city this afternoon 
from Newburgh, and when he reached the 
executive chamber he was surprised to 
find on his desk two letters requesting 
him-to commute to life imprisonment the 
sentence of Czolgosz, the murderer of 
President McKinley. One letter was sent 
by a man in Illinois and the other by a 
man in Maine. They were evidently writ- 
ten by cranks, in the opinion of the gov- 
ernor, and no attention will be paid to 
them. 

“You may be assured that nothing will 
be done by me,” said Governor Odell, ‘‘to 
prevent the execution of Czolgosz on the 
day fixed by law.”’ 

The governor also received a petition 
that the body of the murderer, after elec- 
trocution, be buried at sea. The governor 
understands that the botiy must be sur- 


rendered to the condemned man's rela- 
tives if they claim it after death and that 
they have charge of its disposition. 

Madison, Wis., October 2.—An order was 
issued today ffom the headquarters of the 
department of Wisconsin, Grand Army of 
the Republic,. signed by A. H. De Graff, 
department commander, and E. B. Gray, 
assistant adjutant general, putting a ban 
of silence on the name of President Mc- 
Kinlev’s assassin. The order reads as 
follows: 

“Our friend, our comrade, our president, 
is dead by the hand of an assassin whose 
name should never be pronounced by an 
American. Comrade William McKinley's 
earthly career closed at Buffalo, N. Y., 
at 2:30 a. m., September 14, 1901.”’ 

In brief the idea is to have the criminal 
forgotten by the veterans, their children 
and grandchildren, so that the name of 
the assassin or details of the crime may 
never be commented upon,

Washington, October 2.—An interesting 
turn was given to the Schley court of in- 
quiry today by the introduction of the 
first witness in Admiral Schliey’s behalf.

The 
fact that Lieutenant Doyle was put on 
the stand does not mean that the navy 
department has conciuded the presenta; 

Mr. Doyle 
was called by the department, but as it 
also had been the purpose of Admiral 
Schley to summon him, advantage was 
taken of his presence on the stand to 
question him as an original witness for 
“the applicant.’’ He was under examina- 
tion by Mr. Raynor in the interest of the 
admiral when the court adjourned for 
the day.

DIDN’T HEAR PHILIP ORDER 
TEXAS’ ENGINES REVERSED 

Thomas Dieuaide, newspaper. corre- 
spondent when caHed to correct his tes- 
timony of yesterday, made a brief addi- 
tion to his response to one of Admiral 
Dewey's questions. The question put by 
the admiral was whether he (Mr. Diex- 
iade) had heard Captain Philip give or- 
ders to back the engines when the two 
were on the bridge of the Texas during 
the battle off Santiago. Mr. Dieuiade had 
replied that he might have heard. the 
order and he mignt not. ? : 

Today he said in explanation of this 
statement: 

“The next thing I heard was the range 
given and just then the starboard 12-inch 
gun was fired almost fore and aft of the 
ship. I jotted that and went to the port 
side of the conning tower to see the 
captain. He might have given several 
orders at about that time that I did not 
hear. Of course, I did note everything 
I heard.”’ 

Yeoman Becker was then recalled and 
was excused after brief questioning con- 
cerning the dispatches prepared by him 
at Key West for Admiral Sampson for 
Commodore Schley. He again said that 
according to his recollec.ion these dis- 
patches were forwarded by the Iowa and 
the Dupont, but said that his statement 
was based entirely on his memoryv. 

Lieutenant Commander Alexander M. 
Sharp who commanded the converted 
yacht Vixen during the Spanish war, 
was the first new witness of the day. 
He testified that he had first fallen in 
with the flying squadron on the morning 
of May 24, off Cienfuegos. He said that 
the weather on the cruise from Cienfue- 
g0s to Santiago had been squally, but 
it had not been sufficiently bad to inter- 
fere with the speed of the Vixen. The 
vessel had not, he said, been in urgent 
need of coal on May 26. “If I had been,”’ 
he said “and I had received orders to 
coal I should have tried to do so, though 
it would have been an uncomfortable job, 
because the Vixen was a small ship.”’ 

Commander Sharp said that notwith- 
standing he had been on board the 
Brooklyn several  tim-- Commodore 
Schley had never discussed with him the 
retrograde ‘movement toward Key West 
begun on May 26. 

Describing the service of the Vixen dur- 
ing the siege of Santiago under Commo- 
dere Schley, Commander Sharp said that 
he had been placed on picket duty at the 
east end of the line on the night of May 
29 and had continued this duty after- 
wards. He was about 2 miles from 
shore, he said, and probably 3 miles from 
the mouth of the harbor. He said the 
entire fleet could not be discerned at 
right and that the shore’ line-could pniy 
be discerned as a black mass in -he 
distance. 


TOOK LOCOMOTIVE LIGHT 
FOR A TORPEDO VESSEL 


Mr. Hanna: “Could you have seen a 
vessel undertaking to pass out near the 
shore under those conditions?’ 

Commander §harp: “Unless she had 
shown lights and made a-noise I do not 
believe we could.” 

“Did you at any time suppose yourself 
to have discovered a torpedo boat at- 
tempting to escape?’’ 

“One night we sighted a light, running 
apparently along shore with a good deal 
of speed and signaled that it was a tor- 
pedo boat escaping. It turned out to be 
a locomotive headlight“on the railroad.” 

“Under those circumstances could you 
have seen the train had no headlight been 
displayed ?’’ 

“I think not. All we saw was the light.” 

Commander Sharp said that the Vixen 
had carried Commodore Schley from the 
Brooklyn to the Mars on May 31 before 
beginning of the bombardment of the 
Colon, and that when he had asked what 
course he should pursue in the approach- 
ing action, Lieutenant Sears had replied 
for the commodore that the latter had 
directed that Commander Sharp keep his 
craft clear, as she was vulnerable and 
should not assume any risks. He thought 
the commodore had afterwards spoken to 
him to the same effect. 

Mr. Hanna: ‘“‘Passing on to the battle of 
July 3, did you see any portion of the 
loop made by the Brooklyn?” 

“When I first saw the Brooklyn i think 
she was headed about south and swinging 
very rapidly under her port helm.” 

“Did you at any time have any conver- 
sation with any person in the presence 
of Commodore Schley with respect to the 
direction in which the Brooklyn turned on 
that occasion?"’ 

“Yes, sir. I took on board the Brooklyn 
a copy of the notes taken by Liéutenant 
Harlow, the executive officer of the Vix- 
en during the engagement, and showed 
them to Commodore Schley. -The com- 
modore was seated at his desk, as I now 
remember it, and at various times dfft- 
ferent persons came into the cabin. Cap- 
tain Cook was there, I think, at one time. 
The navigator of the Brooklyn, Lieuten- 
ant Hodgson, came in also. I think Com- 
mander Eaton was in at one time, and if 
I am not mistaken, Captain Barker was 
in. 


LOOP OF THE BROOKLYN 
DISCUSSED BY OFFICERS

On cross-examination the witness was 
questioned in great detail by Captain 
Parker in regard to entries in the log of 
the Brooklyn or the period covering the 
Cuban campaign. He referred to the en- 
try concerning the Vixen’s firing upon 
adocomotive engine on shore near Santi- 
agp, taking it for a gunboat, He elicitee 
from the witness the statement that at 
that time the Vixen must have been very 
near the shore. 


HARLOW’S BATTLE NOTES 
FIGURED IN EVIDENCE 


Captain Parker then questioned Com- 
mander Sharp concerning the notes made 
of the battle of July 3 by Lieutenant Har- 
low on board the Vixen. This report 
has a@ccasioned no little controversy, be- 
ing claimed by one of Admiral Schley’s 
friends after a copy of the notes was de- 
livered to the admiral (then commodore) 
by Commander Sharp they were changed 
somewhat. The witness said that he had 

the commodore 
after the battle. . 

“Do these notes state the truth of the 
battle as you saw it?” asked Captain 
Parker. 

“These are Lieutenant Harlow’s notes,” 
replied the witness. ‘He took them and 
I am not prepared to say yes or no 
whether they are absolutely correct in 
every particular or not.” : 

“Haven't you read them over several 
times ?’’ 

“I have.’’ 

“Now are you not prepared to say, to 
the best of your knowledge and belief, 
they contain a true statement of what 
Lieutenant Harlow saw?’ 

“I cannot tell what Lieutenant Harlow 
saw.’’ 

“You do not know whether they (the 
notes) are true or not from having read 
them over several times and from your 
own Knowledge of the battle?’ 

“In the main essentials I should say 
that the notes are true, but there may 
be mistakes, and probably are mistakes 
in them.”’ 

“Did you furnish a copy of these par- 
ticular notes to any one else—any other 
Officer in that squadron?’ 

“Not that I remember. There were 
several copies printed, but what became 
of all of them I do not know.” 

“Did you take a copy or send a copy to 
any other commanding or staff officer of 
that fleet except Commodore Schley ?” 

“Not that I remember.” 

“Will you say that you did not?” 

“No, sir, I will not Say that I did not. 
To the best of my knowledge and belief 
I did not of these identical notes.”’ 

Commander Sharp said in response to 
questions by Mr. Raynor that one of the 
results of the bombardment of the Colon 
had been .to deevlop the Spanish Ahore 
batteries. 


SCHLEY FIRED ON COLON 
TO DEVELOP BATTERIES 


Mr. Raynor then asked: 

“Do you recollect a conversation with 
Commodore Schley after the Colon recog- 
nizance in the presence of Lieutenant 
Harlow in which the commodore remark- 
ed that his purpose had been to develop 
the strength of those batteries?” 

“I really do not remember,” was the 
response. ‘I wish I could.” 

In response to a question from Mr. 
Raynor,’Commander Sharp said that the 
position of the Vixen during the block- 
ade was not correctly given by the offi- 
cial chart. He was nearer to the shore 
than these show. 

On redirect examination Captain Lem- 
ly brought out the fact as to thé changes 
in the Harlow notes. 

Judge advocate: “Did you attach to 
your official report of July 3 a copy of 
the notes of said action?” 

‘Yes, sir.’’ 

“Where did you obtain this copy ?’’ 

“From the executive officer, Lieutenant 
Harlow.”’ 

“Did you at the time know whether 
there were any differences between this 
copy as attached to your official report 
and the copy as it appears in your log 
book ?”’ 

“Yes, sir. I mean there were some

board bow.” ; 

The court then adjourned for luncheon. 

When the court reconvened after lunch- 
eon, Captain Lemly continued questioning 
Commander Sharp concerning the 
changes in the notes made by Lieutenant 
Harlow as follows: 

Judge Advocate—In the entry made in 
your Jog, hour 10:15, the two leading ships 
of the enemy are given as well on the 
starboard bow of the Brooklyn, are they 
not? 

Commander Sharp (reading)—‘‘The two 
leading enemy's ships were well on her 
Starboard bow.’’. Yes, sir! 

‘‘Now, In the copy printed on the Brook- 
lyn, what is the bearing of those ships?’ 

Commander Sharp (reading)—‘‘The two 
leading ships were well on her starboard 
quarter” it says here and “bow” in the 
notes of the Vixen’s log. 

“Then the Brooklyn is placed farther 
ahead by the printed copy of the log, is 
she not?’ 

“Either farther ahead or the Spanish 
vessels farther astern, yes, sir.’ 

“In thé entry made at 11:45 a. m., it 
appears from your log that the Brooklyn 
bore one point on the port bow of the 
Vixen, does it not?’’ 

Commander Sharp (reading from the 
notes as appended to the. Vixen’s log)— 
“The Brooklyn one point.on the port bow, 
distant about 3 miles.”’ 

POSITION: OF BROOKLYN 
WHILE BATTLE WAS ON 

“In the notes ‘Brooklyn one point on 
the starboard bow, distgrt about 3 mites’ 
what is the effect of Pre difference he- 
tween the copy of the log book and the 
notes?” : 

“The copy of the Brooklyn's printed 
notes would put the Brooklyn farther in 
shore or the Vixen farther out: sir, as the 
case might be."’ . 

Cross-examining the witness, Captain 
Parker elicited from him the statement 
that the print of the word “starboard’”’ 
in Lieutenant Harlow’s entry for 11:25 
as printed in the Brooklyn print of the 
notes corresponded with the official print 
as given in the appendix, that word being 
given in place of the word ‘‘port,”’ as 
originally stated in the notes.

After we had passed Acer- 
raderos standing to westward my im- 
pression is that the Brooklyn was on her 
port bow during the entire run to the 
westward until she turned in at Rio Tar- 
quino.”’ 


SHARP’S MEMORY FAILS. 
IN IMPORTANT POINTS 


Captain Parker: “Now, knowing, that 
fact, may it not be possible that, before 
you sent those notes on board or took 
them on board to the commodore the 
word ‘starboard’ may have been changed 
into ‘port’ or vice versa? If you read the 
notes over before you took them to the 
commodore and saw any inaccuracies or 
things that ought to have been changed, 
yeu probably would have changed them, 
would you not?’’ 

“Il am afraid I did not read them over 
as carefully as I should have done. That 
is an error undoubtedly about the Brook- 
lyn being on the starboard bow. It was 
on the port side.’”’ . 

“It is stated there officially.’’ 

“Yes, it is stated officially and signed 
by Lieutenant Harlow. I think it is an 
error and the mention of the Massachu- 
setts is an error, as she was at Guantana- 
mo.’’ 

Mr. Rayrior: “Do you remember that 
when you handed to Commodore Schley 
the typewritten transcript of the Harlow 
notes from which the pamphlet was 
printed that you said: ‘Commodore 
Schley, these are the true notes of the 
fight which will stand?’ ”’ 

‘TIT have no recollection of using such 
language.’”’ 

Mr. Raynor: “‘I want to see if you recol- 
lect this incident. Do you remember that 
on the afternoon of the list or 2d of July 
you were called alongside the Brooklyn 
and by a megaphone message from Lieu- 
tenant Sears, speakiag for Commodore 
Schley, directed to go to the New York 
and report to Admiral Sampson. that 
Commedore Schley had observed suspic- 
ious movements of smoke in the harbor 
indicating vessels were moving toward

later in the same day that you had done 
as directed?” 

COMMANDER SHARP SORRY 
THAT HE CAN’T REMEMBER 

“Tl have no remembrance of such a 
conversation, I am sorry to say. I wish 
I could remember.”’ 

“Is it possible that this could have oc- 
curred? ‘The Vixen was constantly on 
errands of this sort?” 


Constantly.”’ 
“And owing to the many services and 


mission of that sort she performed, is 
it probable you might have forgotten 
this?’

2:25.

Triennial Conclare. Inaugurated 
with Solemn Exercises, 


LINDSAY FOR PRESIDENT 


Dudley, of Kentucky, Chosen Chair- 
man of House of Bishops—Re- 
port on the New Consti- 
tution Will Be Taken 
Up Today. 


San Francisco, October 2.—The triennial 
convention of “Episcopal bishops, clergy 
and laity was inaugurated at 7:30 a. m. 
with the celebration of the holy com- 
munion in the lacal Episcopal churches. 

At ll a. m. the convention was formally 
opened at Trinity church with solemn re- 
ligious exercises. Seventy-five bishops 
assembled in the guild room of the church 
and put on their robes. They then formed 
in procession, and leaving the guild room 
marched up Bush street to the main en- 
trance of the church, continuing up the 
aisle. The procession was headed by Rev. 
F. W. Clampett, rector of Trinity church. 
Then came Secretary Hart, of the house 
of bishops, and Rev. Charles L. Hutchins, 
secretary.of the house of deputies. Fol- 
lowing were the junior bishops and then 
the older prelates in the order of senior- 
ity of consecration. 

When the head of the procession reach- 
ed the chancel it stood for a moment and 
divided into two lines to allow the senfor 
bishops to pass and enter the sanctuary 
in the reversed order of entering the 
church. The choir sang the processional 
hymn while the bishops moved along and 
the introit of the service was intoned. 
Communion followed the preparatory 
prayers and the religious offices concluded 
with the recessional. Bishop Doane was 
the celebrant. The convocation sermon 
was preached by Bishop Morris, of Ore- 
gon, the senior attending bishop. 

Sermon of Bishop Morris. 

The bishop quoted from a,speech lately 
delivered by President Roosevelt at Den- 
ver, in which the then vice president 
showed how slow the statesmen of the 
early days of our country’s history were 
to realize that the great west was to be- 
come an inhabited and civilized land with- 
in any reasonble period. This ignorance 
was refiected in the church. Opportuni- 
ties were neglected because of it, and 
the consequent loss to’the church Is irre- 
parable. Speaking of the suggestion from 
some quarters that the missionary or- 
ganization needs reconstructing, the bish- 
op placed himself on record as an unbe- 
liever in the necessity of radical reorgan- 
ization. He said he did not believe the 
church ever had a more efficient mission- 
ary administration than at present. ;‘It is 
the old story,” he added, “‘of seeking some 
one else on whom to lay the blame in- 
stead of: taking it home to ourselves. If 
all’ the clergy, bishops and laity had 
done as well as a.few have done, there 
would have been no occasion for this cry 
for the reconstruction of our missionary 
system,”’ 

It was nearly 4 o'clock when Rev. Dr. 
Hutchins, secretary of the last house, 
called the convention to order and called 
the roll. The result showed a very large 
attendance of both clergy and laity. 


Lindsay for President. 


The secretary announced that a ma- 

jority of the dioceses was represented 
and the first order of husiness would 
be the organization of the house. Dr. 
Greer, of New York, expressed the uni- 
versal regret that Dr. Morgan Dix was 
not present and could not be unanimously 
reelected to preside and placed Rev. Dr. 
Huntington in nomination. Dr. William 
Hodges, of Maryland, named Rev. John 
S. Lindsay, of Massachusetts, and this 
was seconded by Dr. Fulton. Other nom- 
inations were Dr. Cameron Mann, Dr. 
Davenport and Dr. R. F. Alsop. 
‘In a neat speech Dr. Huntingten de- 
clined the nomination, and then many 
delegates rallied to the support of Dr. 
Lindsay, whose election followed. The 
whole number of votes cast was 350, 
of which Dr. Lindsay had 234. The secre- 
tary declared Dr. Lindsay president of 
the house of deputies. Dr: Lindsay ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the honor 
conferred upon him and of the responsi- 
bilities of the position, especially whep 
he remembered that it was to succeed 
such a man as Dr. Dix. He spoke of 
the significance of this, the first conven- 
tion on the Pacific coast, and urged the 
members to make the most of its sess ‘ons, 
discussing schemes and passing laws for

STORMED JAIL 
TO GET VICTIM 


“Fer Alleged Assault on Baby 
White Man Is Lynched 
at Helena, Mont. 


TWO NEGROES LYNCHED 
BY A MOB IN KENTUCKY 


Negroes Were Aged 16 and 18 Years 
and Were Accused of Having 
Stoned a White Printer 
to Death. 


Helena, Mont., October 
ward Brady, the man who assaulted Ida 
Pugsly, 5 years old, in Helena yesterday, 
was this morning about 1:30 o'clock taken 
from the jail by a mob and hanged to a 
telegraph pole in the Haymarket square, 
about three blocks from the jail. The 
crowd was orderly, and after the man 
had been hanged it quickly dispersed. 

There were about two hundred men enr 
gaged in the affair, and they were all 
masked. They attacked the jail door 
with a battering ram, and it soon yleld- 
ed. On gaining admittance, they de- 
manded, at the point of a gun, the keys 
of thg jail, or threatened if he did not 
yield the man they would kill him. 

The jailor then got the man qut of his 
cell and he was given to the mob, When 
they first took him Brady said: 

“What is it, gentlemen?” 

The march to the hanging place was 
quiet. Brady was given a chance to say 
a word. He declared that they had the 
wrong man, although he had been pos- 
itively identified by his victim and a 
score of other persons, who had seen 
him with the child. He also asked that 
some money that was due him from the 
Montana Central railroad be sent to a 
niece, and thén he was pulled up. The 
end of the rope was tied to a pole, and 
the crowd dispersed. Later Sheriff Mc- 
Connell cut the body dewn and placed it 
in a coffin. There will be an investiga- 
tion today. 

Two Negroes Lynched in Kentucky. 

Shelbyville, Ky., October 2.—Jimbo 
Fields, aged 16, and Clarence Garnett, 
aged 18, both colored, were lynched 
here early this morning for the alleged 
murder of Will C. Hart, a printer, who 
was stoned to death on Saturgay night, 
September 21. The boys were taken from 
the jail and swung from the Chesapeake 
and Ohio trestle within 500 yards of the 
jail. 

The mob went to the jail and demanded 
the keys from the jailer, but he refused 
to surrender them. The doors of the 
jail were then battered down. The pris- 
oners were removed almost before thay 
had time to realize what was happening. 
The work was done quietly, and the mob 
dispersed without its members’ indentity 
hecoming known. 

Hart came to Shelbyville from Lebanon, 
Ohio, and at the time of his death was 
employed as a printer on The Shelby Sen- 
tinel. The details of his death are not 
accurately known, but the evidence was 
conclusive that Fileds and Garnett were 
his murderers. Hart’s body was found 
in a path leading from the house of the 
mother of Jimbo Fields.

LONG FOR HOME 


peror of China Prepare to 
Return to Pekin. 


PALACES ARE ERECTED 
ALONG LINE OF ROUTE 


Continual Broadside of Reform 
Kdizts Being Issued by Court. 
Is Believed Some Radical 
Changes Are Im- 
pending. 


Pekin, October 2.—Dispatches from Sian 
Fu announce that the Chinese court is 
preparing to start about October 6. The 
temporary palace there is being disman- 
tled and all the furnishings will be carried 
for use en route. The officials and ser- 
vants will constitute a caravan number- 
ing from 3,000 to 5,000 persons with 1,200 
carts and several thousand of horses and 
mules that have been collected in the Sian 
Fu district. 

Two parties of officials have already 
started to make preparations along the 
line. The towns through which the court 
will pass are engaged in decorating tem- 
porary palaces and collecting supplies. 
The emperor or the empress dowager in 
his name has issued an edict strictly com- 
manding the officials to pay for all sup- 
plies. 

The native papers report that several 
eunuchs have been beheaded for prac- 
ticing extortion among the people. An 
imperial edict commands Li Hung Chang 
as governor of the province of Chi Li to 
borrow 700,000 taels from the other prov- 
inces to defray the expenses of the court's 
journey. Special local taxes are being 
levied which the people, already impov- 
erished by bandits, foreign punitive ex- 
peditions and missionary indemnities are 
ill able to afford. 

Li Hung Chang said today: ‘‘The court 
will certainly arrive in Pekin within two 
months.”’ 

Despite such official statements, many 
foreign officials here believe the empress 
dowager fears the foreign troops are kept 
to entrap and punish her, and the theory 
is that she will pass the winter in Kai 
Yuen Fu, sending the emperor to Pekin. 

The continual broadside of reform edicts 
is the topic of much varied comment. 
Those best able to judge of their sin- 
cerity or effectiveness withhold judgment. 
Prince Ching, conversing with foreign 
officials today, asserted that the emperor 
and the empress dowager were agreed as 
to the necessity of changing the Chinese 
methods of government and that steps for 
the enforcement of edicts would be 
taken as soon ag.court returned to Pekin. 

Unquestionably the reform movement is 
stronger among the upper classes than 
ever before. Prince Su, who was recently 
appointed collecter of taxes on goods en- 
tering Pekin—an office heretofore con- 
sidered worth 100,000 taels—has announced 
that he purposes to deposit all the col- 
lections and to request the emperor to 
pay him a fair salary. His subordinates 
resent this plan and Prince Su has been 
threatened with assassination. 


BISBEE IS MADE BRIGADIER. 


He Entered the Service As a Private 
in 1861. 

Washington, October 2.—The president 
today appointed Colonel William H. Bis- 
bee a brigadier general of the regular 
army. He was recommended highly by 
Major General Lloyd Wheaton and Major 
General Arthur MacArthur for his recent 
service in the Philippine islands. He en- 
tered the service as a private of the 
fKighteenth infantry in 1861 and served 
throughout the civil war. 

Celonel Bisbee was brevetted as first 
lieutenant for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battle of Murfreesboro, 
Tenn., and brevetted captain for gallant 
and meritorious services during the At- 
lanta campaign and the battle of Jones- 
boro, Ga., in 1864. He participated in the 
Santiago campaign and went to the 
Philippine islands in 1899. He will retire 
January 28, 1904.

BRITISH LOST HEAVILY 
BUT REPULSED BOERS 


Two English Officers and Fourteen 
Men Were Killed—Alarm Is 
Increasing in London Be- 
cause of Activity of 
Boers. 


— 


London, October 2.—Lord Kitchener to- 
day reports that two officers and thirty- 
one men have been killed in an attack 
made on Colonel Kekewich’s camp at 
Moedwill. The Boers, who were under 
Commandants De Larey and Kemp, had 
fourteen officers and 114 men wounded 
after two hours’ fighting, when the Boers 
were driven off. 

The Boer attack at Moedwill occurred 
September 29. The Boers are reported to 
have been 1,000 strong. Lord Kitchener, 
in his dispatch, says the Britic.. repelled 
the attack with great vigor. Colonel 
Kekewich was slizhtly wounded in two 
places. He says that all ranks behaved 
well. “he woundea were taken to R1s- 
tenburg, half way between Pretoria api 


Mafeking. 

Lord Kitchener confirms the. heavy 
losses of the Boers, about 250 killed and 
300 wounded, during their attack on Fort 
Itala and Fort Prospect. He says the 
guns recenti-- captured at Vliakfontein 
have been recovered irom the Boers. 

A telegram from Bloemfontein indi- 
cates that the guns Lord Kitchener re- 
ports having recovered were dug up, the 
Boers have buried them. 

Natal in Peril. “ 

A mixed column under General Kitch- 
ener, Lord Kitchener’s brother, has been 
sent to relieve, presumably Natal from 
Commandant General Botha’'s forces. It 
has reached Vryheid. 

The casualty list shows that te the 
fighting at Caledon river last Fridiy, 
Colonel Plumber lost two officers killed 
and ten men killed and wounded. 

“For months past we have been told,”’ 
says The Daily Graphic this morning, 
“that if the Boers wou. only abandon 
their elusive tactics 1 come to close 
quarters we should see what we should 
see. The Boers have taken us at our 
word, and the results are certainly not 
encouraginz.”’ 

The chorus of dissatisfaction with the 
inertia of the. government is daily gath- 
ering force. Winston Churchill, member 
of parliament, speaking last night at Old 
Ham, described the situation in South 
Africa as “serious and disquieting.”” He 
said the war could not be ended by amen * 
mations or threats, but only by vigoro 
military operations. 

The Daily Mail and The Daily Chronli- 
cle comment upon the fact that the huge 
British army is seemingly only able to 
remain on the defensive. 

Boers Are Determined. 


The Standard says: } 

“The Boers are fighting with a deter- 
mination and a contempt for their own 
lives such as were seldom shown in the 
early. periods of the war. Their plan is 
to keep Lord Kitchener’s army busy in 
the north and to give the roving com- 
mandoes in Cape Colony an opportunity 
to raise the Cape Dutch against Great 
Britain.”’ 

It is believed that the government at 
last recognizes the necessity of meeting 
the renewed Boer activity. Preparations 
are being made to replace Lord Kitch- 
ener’s exhausted men by fresh dratts. 
An order hae been issued rendering it 
impossible to obtain discharge by pur- 
chase from any of the army reserves, 
sections of which are being prepared for 
mobilization. 

Lord Kitchener has sent home a fresh 
batch of imperial yveomanry § suffering 
from organic diseases, unfitting them for 
life on the veldt, together with a strong 
protest against the waste of public time 
and money in_enlisting such men. 

There is further evidence of the seri- 
ousness of the situation in Cape Colony. 
The cape premier, Sir John Gordon 
Sprige. has gone to Johannesburg to 
meet Lord Kitchener and Lord Milner in 
conference, probably on the subject of 
declaring martial law in Cape ports. 

Moedwill, the scene of the bold attack 
by Commandant DeLarey on Colonel 
Kekewich's company, is 75 miles west 
of Pretoria, and 15 ‘west of Rustenburg. 
As the wounded were being brought back 
to Rustenburg, it looks as though Moed- 
will, which is close to the Magatos Pass 
in the Magaliesberg range, has been aban- 
doned.

Unique Feature By Which Funds 


Will Be Raised for Soldiers’ Home. 
Macon, Ga., October 2.—(Special.)—Ma- 
jor E. EB. Winters, general manager of 
the Consolidated Street Railway Compa- 
ny, announces that he will tender the 
use of his handsome illuminated troiiey 
car to the ladies’ committee of the con- 
federate veterans’ reunion during the 


state reunion to %e held in this city on 
the 23d and 24th of this month. 

Major Winters has mapped out a novel 
scheme in this connection which will be 
adopted by the ladies’ committee and 
which will furnish a great deal of pleas- 
ure to many people and largely contrib- 
ute to the fund for rebuilding the Sol- 
diers’ home in Atlanta. 

He proposes to furnish the pretty illum- 
inated car to the ladies’ committee and 
let that committee select one of its own 
number to act as conuuctor. The car will 
be operated around the belt line and trips 
can be made each half hour. It is pro- 
posed to charge each passenger 25 cents 
for the trip around the belt in the vretty 
iliuminated car and at this rate and a 
trip each half hour, the ladies will be en- 
abled to realize about $175 during the 
two nights.

“Cassender N. Sellers presented his pe- 
tition to Judge W. H. Felton, in which he 
stated that he was duly admitted to 
practice law in the state of Ohio, and 
asked for admission. to the bar of Geor- 
gia. After satisfying himself that the 
facts in this petition were true, Judge 
Felton proceeded under section 4408 of the 
code of 1895, and required the applicant 
to submit to and undergo an examination 
as to the law of this state before a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose. Mr. 
Washington Dessau, Mr. James L. Ander- 
son and Mr. Clem P. Steed were appoint- 
ed on this committee.

Thir- 
teen years ago Dr. Burroughs amputated 
the leg of a ypung son of Miller and gave 
the leg to a negro in order that he might 
bury it: Miller sues for damages for men- 
tal anguish, claiming that Dr. Burroughs 
had agreed to keep the leg so the family 
could see it when they desired.

Battle Was Between the Three Up- 
churches On One Side and Two 
Men Named Goodwin On 
the Other—One of the 
Goodwins Shot.

The coroner's jury empaneled to in- 
vestigate the killing of Charlie Upchurch 
returned a verdict this afternoon about 
6 o'clock finding that he came to his 
Geath from a wound inflicted by a pistol 
$n the hands of his brother, Victor Up- 
church. 

It was at first thought that Willis 
Goodwin killed Charlie Upchurch with a 
baseball bat, but the investigation this 
afternoon developed the fact that a pis- 
tol ball killed him. 

There is no change in the condition of 
Goodwin, and very little hope is enter- 
tained for his recovery. 

The affair is deeply regretted by every- 

body in McDonough. All parties interest- 
ed are well known in Henry county. 
_T. J. Upehurch has been a merchant 
fiere for many years and is also the pro- 
prietor of the Forest hotel. Charley Up- 
ehurch was his second son and was 
just about twenty-one years of age. 

The Goodwin brothers are and have 
for the past two years been in the livery 
business in McDonough.

Cotton Brokers Waiting for Monthly 
Government Report. 

Jackson, Miss., October 2.—(Spetcial.)— 
The mcnthly government report is being 
awaited with keen anticipation by cot- 
ton exrerts and brokers and merchants 
generally in Mississippi, and the opinion 
is growing that the report will not show 
the condition of the crop to be as bad 
in this state as many of the estimates 
have pictured it. The consensus of opin- 
ion is that a deterioration of perhaps 15 
per cent from the government estimate 
of an 88 per cent crop in the September 
report will be shown, and some of the 
more conservative say it may go as high 
as 18 per cent. 

The ridiculousness of the claim that 
the crop is fully as short as that of last 
year has been fully established to the 
satisfaction of all reasonable minds. It is 
a notorious fact that crop conditions are 
never so bad as pictured, especially by 
the farmers, and this class 1s tnvariably 
inclined to the most pessimistic view. 
The fact must be taken into considera- 
tion that Mississippi had a very con- 
siderable increase in acreage this year, 
and also that‘the crop is from three to 
four weeks late in many sections, and 
there is yet plenty of time for cotton to 
develop, providing it is not cut short by 
the frost. A field of cotton in full bloom 
and with not the slightest sign of a de- 
veloped boll is not an uncommon sight in 
some parts of Mississippi. 

The greatest damage has been to the 
upland crops. The bottom crops are gen- 
erally first class and have not been af- 
flicted with the rust or blight. 

A large number of the best cotton mar- 
ket towns in Mississippi are claiming 
that they will receive much more cot- 
ton this year than last and have made 
all necessary aFfrangements for its han- 
dling. 

The government report has been rather 
unfortunate in recent years in estimating 
Mississippi's cotton yleld. Had the crop 
been as short the prediction made in 
the October estfmate of, 1900 "a perfect 
crop for the state would have been near- 
ly 1,900,000 bales...As it was the 56 per cent 
estimate materialized into nearly a mil- 
lion bales, andthe forecasters were ex- 
pecting about 700,000 bales. 

Only two counties yet remain to be 
heard from, and the personal assess- 
ments filed with Auditor Cole for the 
taxes of 1901 show that nine counties have 
made decreases in personalty -values dur- 
ing the past year. 

As there has been no business depres- 
sion or outward manifestation of a dete- 
rioration in values in any part of Mis- 
sissippi during the past year, it is rather 
difficult to account fs. these decreases, 
unless it be on the ground that there 
was either padding in last year’s as- 
sessment or else the assessors this year 
have been guilty of carelessness and in- 
competency. 

Auditor Cole will announce the recapit- 
ulation of the assessment as soon as the 
other two counties report. It is conn- 
dently believed that the total increase of 
personalty will be about $6,000,000. 

The entry of Hon. E. H. Dial into the

WALTER BLANKENSHIP 
WAS FATALLY INJURED 


Father of the Young Man Swore Out 
Warrant Charging Sheriff with 
Murder—Military Ordered 
Out By the Gov- 
ernor. 


Ashville, Ala., October 2:—(Special.)— 
The preliminary trial here of the case of 
Sheriff J. L. North, of this, St. Clair, 
county, who is charged with the murder 
of Waiter Blankenship at this place on 
August 22, 1901, began here today in the 
court of J. M. Presler, justice of the 
peace of this beat. The trial will be 
conducted under a military guard of fifty 
selected men of the. Third regiment, sta- 
tioned at Birmingham, who came to Ash- 
ville this morning under command of 
Colonel E. L. Higdon. 

At the trial of Jim Brown, a negro, 
at this place on August 23, a posse of 
men, under direction of Sheriff North, 
fired into a mob supposed to have been 
formed for the purpose of lynching 
Brown, fatally injuring Walter Blan- 
kenship, a well known young man of this 
community, and injuring two others of 
the assembly. Several days later a war- 
rant was sworn out for Sheriff North by 
H. C. Blankenship, the father of young 
Blankenship, and North was placed un- 
der arrest and he made bond. 

In the meantime Brown was legally ex- 
ecuted here under a military guard from 
Birmingham by Chief Deputy Sheriff Ab- 
ner Crow. The feeling against Sheriff 
North has been intense at times, and 
upon solicitation of Coroner Miller, who, 
by virtue of the law of Alabama, became 
acting sheriff in place of Sheriff North, 
Governor W. D. Jelks yesterday ordered 
Birmingham troops to proceed to Ash- 
ville this morning. The trial promises 
to consume about ten days’ time, and 
it is very probable that the militia will 
remain here throughout the entire time. 
Only five witnesses for the prosecution 
were introduced at this afternoon's ses- 
sion, among them being the father of 
Walter Blankenship. Walter Blankenship 
had many friends throughout this portion 
of the state and the family of Sheriff 
North has been in control of the sheriff's 
office of St. Clair county for over twenty 
years and has a large following of friends 
in St. Clair county. The most brilliant 
legal talent that could be obtained in 
this portion of Alabama has been engaged 
by both parties. The defendant's coun- 
sel is Judge J. M. Inzer, who defended 
Jim Brown at his trtal by order of court. 
The case is exciting a deal of interest 
and promises to be one of the hardest 
fought legal battles that has ever been 
fought in St., Clair county for a num- 
ber of years. 


INJUNCTION WAS GRANTED. 


South Carolina Restrained from Col- 
lecting Back Taxes. 
Charleston, S. C., October 2.—(Special.) 
United States Circuit Judge Simonton, 
acting on a complaint entered bythe At- 
lantic Coast Line Railroad Company, is- 
sued an injunction today restrainir~ the 
state of South Carolina from levying 
or collecting back taxes on the Cheraw 
and Darlington raflfoad, now owned by 
the Coast Line. Under its amended char- 
ter, the Cheraw and Darlington was ex- 
empt from taxation, but years ago a 
suit similar to this was instituted and 
the United States supreme court held 
that the company was exempt. In the 
face of this the legislature passed an act 
providing for the taxation of railroad 
property, which was intended to strike 
the property now at issue. The amount 

involved is about $30,000.

Convicted of Killing John Mitchell 
in Knoxville Suburb. 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 2.—(Special.)—

ders were today each sentenced to 
eighteen years and six months’ imprison- 
ment in the state penitentiary for killing 
John Mitchell, a young rallroad flagman, 
on July 4. The killing occurred at a sub- 
urban resort at night during a Fourth 
of July celebration. Mitchell was found 
dying in a secluded part of the park. 
He had previously had words with the 
Sanders men and had upbraided Miss 
Addie Dalton, his sweetheart, for going 
with one of t.em.

Nashville, Tenn., October 2.—(Special.)—

employees has now developed into a 
lockout so far as men who joined the 
union are concerned. A large number of 
the men quit yesterday because they were 
asked to give a surety bond for the safe 
handling of fares. Last night a union 
was organized and about seventy-five men 
joined.

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Curbing Free Speech. 
Professor Goldwin Smith, the emi- 
'nent English writer, hopes that the 
United States will not be rushed into 
legislation against free speech be- 
cause of an occasional abuse of it. 

There has never been any real dan- 
ger of such a proceeding. The ex- 
cited talk under provocation soon 
gives way, and the sound common 
sense of the people asserts itself. 
Those who advocate a muzzling of the 
press are generally people’ courting 
exemption from exposure. The Phil- 
adelphia Ledger, always sure of its 
ground, says on this line: 

Talk about abridging the fundamental 
liberties of the people is merely lack af 
faith in free government and a confession 
that government by the people is a fail- 
ure. The muzzling of the newspapers 
would, no doubt, be very gratifying to the 
odious Tammany gang which preys upon 
the public, or to the equally victous or- 
ganization in this state and city which the 
people now purpose to overthrow; but as 
long as free government stands a free 
press will stand with it; discuss public 
questions; comment on public men; print 
the news without let or hindrance and 
fulffll its great mission as conservator 
and upholder in all their purity of our 
government and its institutions. We trust 
that newspapers will do this temperately 
and honestly; but, if any grievously err, 
we hope that it will be a long time before 
it is seriously suggested that the freedom 
of the press shall be curtailed. It would 
obviously be a disastrous stroke to curb 
the great body of newspapers and render 
them powerless as the guardians of the 
state and nation because a few are dis- 
honest or dangerous. The corrective of 
newspaper viciousness abides with the 
people, and in the long run they may be 
trusted to apply the remedy much more 
effectively than could be done by any 
Statute, 

The press in America is free, and 
bound ever to remain so. Even the

Complimentary to Colonel McGowan. 
A banquet in honor of the seven- 
tieth birthday of Colonel J. E. Mec- 
rowan, editor of The Chattanooga 
Times, in the Stanton hotel, of that 
city, furnished him an oyportunity of 
surveying the growth of the country. 

The colonel said: 

When I was born in a log house in the 

then backwoods of Columbiana county, 
Ohio, seventy years ago today, this re- 
public was not a tenth-rate power, as 
compared with its present importance 
among nations. Ohio was a frontier state. 
Its great cities were either big villages 
or their sites were stretches of virgin 
forests. Cleveland, Cincinnati and Colum- 
bus had less population combined than 
Chattanooga now has. Chicago was not 
located. Ross’ Landing got its mail by 
stage from Rossville. The Cherokees held 
sway over north Georgia. Chattanooga 
was christened when I was 5 years old, 
and got its first railroad when I was 19. 
The nation had but 12,000,000 inhabitants 
in 1830. The ‘“‘southwest’’ was a huddle of 
villages in Louisiana. We got Texas 
when I was 16, and thought 1 was old 
enough to ‘“‘talk politics."” There may 
have been 100 miles of railroad in the 
country in 1831, all in Massachusetts and 
Maryland; and such railroads! How one 
of our magnates who presides over his 
thousands of miles, capitalized’ at hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, would laugh 
at the railroads of those primitive days 
of small beginnings! 
As for the telegraph, there were 39 
miles of it in the world when I was 
old enough to have mastered old Dr. 
Olney’s school geography, and thought 
myseif a great scholar, you may depend. 
I was a young man—thought I was—when 
we got California and the other territory 
we looted from Mexico. 

As for the really modern things which 

we do with electricity in the departments 
of light, heat, power, the telephone and 
that sort—all of that came after I took 
myself for a venerable citizen. 
I began life during the progress of the 
bloody Indian wars of 1830 and 1837 in 
Ohio. Indiana and other northern states. 
I was almost old enough to go for a sol- 
dier when the Mexican war was fought. I 
served through the civil contest in every 
rank from private to colonel, in a period 
of more than four and one-§alf years. 

The country has added during my time 
1,650,000 square miles of territory of great 
variety in climate, soil and population, 
and, as many ‘‘little Americans’’ seem to 
think, of very doubtful value. 

Several things of importance, you see, 
have happened in the seventy years we 
are concerned with tonight. 

It is to be hoped that the colonel 
may live long enough to see s“veral 
more developments of like character, 
and that his pen may never fail for 
ink. . 
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The Press and Its Trouble. 

The Philadelphia Press, ever mind- 
ful of the situation in the south, to the 
neglect of a very inviting field at 
home, says: 

There is no question that the southern 
states are violating the United States 
constitution and taking an unfair advan- 
tage of the northern states in the matter 
of suffrage and representation in congress 
and in the pelectoral college. 

There is 'no question but that states 
like Pennsylvania are violating the 
United States constitution and taking 
an unfair advantage of other states in 
the matter of suffrage and representa- 
tion in congress and in the electoral 
college. It is self-confessed by The 
Press that 80,000 fraudulent tax re- 
ceipts have been voted in Philadel- 
phia. Asthe republicans of the rest of 
the state are of like mind with their 
Philadelphia brethren, the total of 
fraudulent tax receipts, with voters 
attached, could not be less than 300,- 
000. With census collectors recruited 
from the same class, what assurance 
have we that they have not included 
hundreds of thousands of bogus names 
in order to make up a large popula- 
tion? They were caught at it in Mary: 
land, just over the line. 

What we need is an honest census 
of Pennsylvania, free from Quayism 
and Wanamakerism as well, so as to 
feduce the political power of that 
state to its proper level. 

“The present is a good time for” 
Pennsylvania “to take this matter 
into consideration.”

mined to maintain the empire. The 
home government, in order to fnspire 
the people with the feeling of success, 
recalled Lord Roberts fifteen months 
ago, and held a peace jubilee over 
him. But the war still wages, with no 
prospect of cessation, and Lord Kitch- 
ener’s constant cry is for more troops. 

It is in this emergency that the Eng- 
lish people are showing their indiffer- 
ence to the prosecution of war. Re- 
cruits applied in excess of need three 
years ago; today the supply has stop- 
ped, and conscription is urged. The 
Naval and Military Gazette says: 

The yeomanry are not coming forward 
as it was expected they would, and the 
experiment of sending out raw recruits fs 
not likely to be repeated. On the whole, 
there is little enough on which to con- 
gratulate ourselves just now, except the 
magnificent spirit of the army in the field. 
and of that we are ashamed to take ad- 
vantage. Perhaps the government will re- 
deem its past feebleness, taking the only 
step that meets the case and putting in 
force the only form of conscription which 
will be accepted in England. 

There are people in England who 
have not forgotten the seven weary 
years of war which ended in the in- 
dependence of the American colonies. 
The Boers have already filled in three 
years, with a fourth a certainty. 
There was: a Burke in the English 
parliament in 1776, and the Burke of 
1901 is likely to appear before long. 


One of the President’s Plans. 


The Washington correspondent of 
The Chicago Inter Ocean gives an in- 
teresting insight into some of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s plans, as seen from 
a republican standpoint. 

It is declared that Mr. Roosevelt 
“will be president of the whole coun- 
try, and will try to wipe out the color 
line in politics.”” In order to accom- 
plish this, he “‘would have the negro 
recognized as worthy of office when 
he has the confidence of the commu- 
nity in which he lives, but not simply 
as one who is able to control a large 
part of the negro vote, He would 
have white men recognized in the 
same way.” 

This plan, rigidly applied, would be 
perfectly consistent. No man should 
be appointed to office in any commtl- 
nity who did not possess its confi. 
dence and esteem. The mere profes- 
sion of politics should not release a 
man from qualifications that would be 
demanded of him when seeking a sim 
ilar position in private life. 

If the president will but apply this 
safe rule, he will be indorsed in so 
doing by the people of the south. 


The Case of Miss Stone. 

The plight of Miss Stone, the mis- 
sionary who has been seized by ban- 
dits in the Balkans, excites deep in- 
terest. To pay the ransom demanded 
would be to encourage brigandage as 
a regular business, and to refuse will 
be to draw down upon Miss Stone a 
condition to which death would be 
preferable. 

This suggests the question, if the 
pushing of female missionaries into 
regions where there is no protection 
for their sex is not tempting fate? 
The story has not been forgotten of 
the French convent pushed far into 
the Khartoum country, which fell a 
victim to the mahdi in his conquering 
career at that time. Three years ago 
Lord Kitchener, at the head of a Brit- 
ish force, retook the ground conquered 
and found there the hopeless victims 
of twelve years, the story of whose 
sufferings was so shocking that the 
government suppressed its publica 
tion. & 

Pioneer work should certainly he 
left to men, and women should not be 
taken to any point where their pro 
tection is at all in doubt. 

So far, Miss Stone reports that she 
has suffered no indignity, but . she 
knows she has ahead of her the alter- 
native of becoming a bandit’s wife. 


TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS. 


The decline of sectionalism has been so 
marked that The New York Evening Post 
makes it the subject Gf extended remark. 
When Lincoln was struck down in 1865 
the two sections had scarcely emerged 
from a four years’ civil war, and the 
slow process of reunion had not yet Dbe- 
gun. Even when Garfield was killed, six- 
teen years later, the republican party, 
which had elected him, was still commit- 
ted to sectional policies, and it was impos- 
sible that the south should feel the sense 
of loss as keenly as the north, or that it 
should have confidence in his unknown 


policy. 
‘But,’ says The Post, ‘“‘even before Mr. 
McKinley's death he had been recognized 
by the south as a republican president 
who had absolutely discarded the sec- 
tional policy which his party had s0 jong 
advocated, and which he had himself sup- 
ported in his earlier public life. There 
was no mistaking the sincerity of the 
eordial greeting that the late president re- 
ceived on his trip through the south to 
the Pacific coast last s ring, which was 
in sharp contrast wit the respectful 
courtesy extended to Mr. Harrison on a 
similar trip, ten years before. In 1891 the 
chief executive was a man who had just 
exerted all of his influence—happily with- 
out success—to push the _ force bill 
through congress. In 1901 he was a man 
who not only -had refused to favor any 
measures especially aimnd at political 
conditions in the south,but who had more 
than once smothered a scheme to commit 
the republican party in congress to legis- 
lation provoked by the general denial of 
suffrage to the negroes.” 


A pleasing attitude of the future is 
that nothing could revive this spirit. This 
The Post recognizes when it says that 
“fortunately, Mr. Roosevelt embodies 
even more completely the same national 
spirit. He never had any connection with 
such sectional measures as Mr. McKinley 
had formerly supported in congress; the 
whole trend of his mind and of his sym- 
pathies is against them; and both his 
record and his nature furnish assurance 
that no revival of such measures will 
hereafter be possible.”’ And proceeds: 


“There could be no happier augury for 
the new administration than the firm con- 
viction that it stands for a national 
policy, and that the aecline of sectional- 
ism will be accelerated under'!Mr. Roose- 
Time and experience have at last 
convinced all candid men that wie day for 
sectional legislation is past. There are 
grave problems still to be solved in the 
south. The relations of the two races are 
yet to be adjusted upon a satisfactory 
basis. The question of negro suffrage, in- 
volving as it does proper restrictions upon 
the voting of the ignorant and proper 
freedom for the intelligent, has not yet 
been rightly settled. 

‘But the nation has finally learned one 
thing—that this whole problem must be 
worked out in the south. The federal au- 
thorities can only make mischief by in- 
terference. The supreme court has af- 
firmed the right of the southern states to 
frame constitutions under which the ne- 
gro vote can be largely disfranchised, and 
t is plainly impracticable for congress to 
devise any system for cutting down the 
representation of those states in con 
= the electoral college; while 
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In fact, they. 
were dragooned into it by those in‘ 


Hoth whites and blacks shell be 

to the same rules. The north help 
toward this end by counsel a by co- 
operation with the better elements in the 
south, but not by force.” 


A Good Thing To Wipe Out. 
(From The Raleigh News and Observer.)

In three 
notable instances it has been shown that 
it is worse than useless. President Gar- 
field was right in saying that a president 
cauld no more escapé the assassin than

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN 
AND KEEP IT FRESH 


By F. J. MEBRIAM. 
| T is astonishing how few farmers 


have a lawn in front of their homes. 

In the majority of cases their front 
yards are bare. with the exception of a 
few rose bushes, and the principal idea 
seems to be to keep it swept clean. And 
yet these sanfe farmers will go to the 
city and admire the velvety slopes in 
front of the business man's home. They 
never seem to think that their front 
yard could be made to look equally as 
beautiful, and at a very much smaller 
outlay in cash. 

Possibly many of our farmer friends 
would be glad to have a lawn if they 
knew how to set about it and how easy it 
really is. For the benefit of these, and 
also of such of my city readers as de- 
sire a good lawn at a small cost, the 
present article is written. 

We have a fine young blue grass sod at 
our home which will be one year o'd the 
first of November. It has been a con- 
stant delight to us and contributes great- 
ly to the beauty of the place. Why not 
have one also, friends? It will cost but 

ttle. . 


Now is the time te begin if you want a 
lawn next summer’ First plow the land 
thoroughly. Where you cannot plow, dig 
it up with a pick. Next, put on a liberal 
application of fine stable manure broad- 
cast and work it in with a harrow. I 
suppose our yard is about one-eignth of 
an acre in extent. and on this we put two 
tons of manure, In about a week or two 
plow the land again, using a scooter 
plow, after which drag it level with a 
Plank drag. If you have no drag, a 
piece of 2 by 6 scantling fastened under 
your harrow between the last two rows 
of teeth will answer nicely. Drag until 
perfectly smooth and level, filling in all 
the uneven places. See that all the roots, 
stones and trash are raked off and the 
land left perfectly smooth. 

Your land is now ready for the seed, 
but it will be best to wait a week or so 
and harrow it over once or twice more to 
kill any we seed which may sprout 
from the manure, and also to make the 
seed bed finer. 

Any time during November will do for 
sowing the seed. The land should be 
freshly harrowed or raked over just be- 
fore the seed is sown, and the sowing 
should be done, if possible, just be- 
fore a rain. Do not cover the seed. 
The rain will do that better than you 
can. <A great many people have made 
failures by covering the seed too deeply. 
If any covering is done at all, it should 
be with a roller. In fact, wherever you 
can, it is a good practice to roll after 
sowing, provided the soil is dry. Never 
roll when it is at al: wet. 

Now be sure to use plenty of seed. Too 
thin sowing is anther source of failure. 
We used five pounds of Kentucky blue

poultry and eggs. We have the climate 
the soil, the water, etc., with which to 
make the business a sucwess, yet we buy 
chickens by the tens of thousands of 
pounds and eggs by the thousands of 
dozens from | rt gt hundreds of miles 
away. In addition to paying profits to 
the raisers of the poultry, we pay con- 
siderable sums in freights per year to the 
transportation companies for delivering 
these commodities to us. All of this 
money might better be kept at home and 
among our own people. Why do we not 
keep it here? 

#@ walk through the city will disclose 
many families living in a hand-to-mouth 
fashion in cramped and I!l!l-kept quarters, 
The breadwinners of the families in many 
instampes do not average more than one 
full day’s work a week. Their existence 
is precarious and they often resort to 
crime or vice. Would it not be better 
these people were a few miles out in the 
country on small patches of ground, rais- 
ing poultry and eggs and vegetables for 
the market?

grass seed on our lawn, and our grass 
is none too thick. You can sow less, 
and it may eventually spread so as to 
make a thick carpet of green; but if you 
want your lawn next summer, don’t spare 
the seed. From four to five bushels per 
acre is about the right quantity. It is 
a g00d plan to sow the land over twice, 
at right angles to each other, to be more 
sure of getting it even. 

Blue grass delights in cool weather, 
and your lawn will begin to look green 
almost before you know it, the grass con- 
tinuing to grow all winter, during every 
warm spell. Care must be taken to 
keep the leaves raked off from the young 
grass during the winter or they will be 
likely to smother it out. We experienced 
some trouble of this kind where the 
leaves drifted thickly over the grass and 
were left too long before being removed. 
In these spots our stand was thin. 

Blue grass has a peculiar affinity for 
limestone soil, growing most luxuriantly 
in limestone districts. It is therefore 
the part of wisdom to supply this ele- 
ment to your soil where it is lacking. It 
is best to apply lime as a top dressing 
in early spring, say the last of February 
or the first of March. We applied two 
bushels of fine air-slacked lime:to our 
grass, but a little more would have dpne 
no harm. From twenty-five to thirty 
bushels per acre is about right. A light 
application of lime on land is often more 
effective in unlocking plant food than a 
heavy one, for the reason that an over 
dose of lime tends to preserve instead of 
hasteping decay. I would therefore pre- 
fer several light applications of lime to 
one heavy application. Almost any blue 
grass sod will be benefited by an applica- 
tion of lime every two or three years. 

To keep the lawn up and prevent its 
deterioriation give it an application of 
fine stable manure every fall. There is 
nothing better as a fertilizer for grass. 
After the grass is well started it should 
be clipped once a week, being careful 
not to shave the sod too closePy. The 
clippings may be left on the ground. 

It will give you a lawn somewhat 
quicker if you sow one-third redtop to 
two-third of Kentucky blue grass, as the 
redtop grows somewhat more rapidly. 
The mixture of these two grasses is equal 
to any grass mixture you can buy. In the 
southern part of the state, where the land 
is sandy, our friends will have to depend 
principally on bermuda grass for their 
lawn. The fact that it becomes brown : 
during the winter is, of course, objec- 
tionable; but this may be remedied in a 
measure by planting the Texas blue grass 
with it. 

Kentucky blue grass and redtop can be 
made to succeed almost anywhere that 
you can get good red clay land to plant 
it on. The red clay will hold the grass 
in hot weather better than any othef 
soil we have, and if your land is sandy 
on top, try to turn up the red clay from 
below and let the frost pulverize it before 
you plant. In this case it might be wiser 
to break the land this fall, manure, and 
plant it in cow peas next spring. waiting 
until next fall to sow your grass. 

To show how little money is really re- 
quired to make a good lawn, I give the 
following estimate of the expense on our 
one-eighth of an‘acre: Preparing land, 
$1: manure, $4; seed, 75 cents: lime, #0 
cents—total $6.26. 

How do our city friends think this com- 
pares with buying sod, when making 
a lawn? Is there any reason why the 
farmer strould not have a nice, green 
lawn in front of his home when he has 
every opportunity to make one? 

I may add that our lawn is under the 
trees, where it Is quite shady. We had 
tried bermuda grass here before. and 
failed. Shade is death to bermuda. 
blue grass seems to flourish better under 
a partial shade, and will remain green 
here all the year when the conditions are 
right.

FIFTY-SIX BALLOTS 
TAKEN ON YESTERDAY 


Captain Dave Wylie, Richard Clarke 
and Captain Donaldson Were 
Voted for Throughout and 
No Change Was Re- 
corded. 


The board of county commissioners 
yesterday afternoon balloted fifty-six 
times in a vain endeavor to elect a su- 
perintendent of pubiic works for the 
county, the position now held by Captain 
Thomas J. Donaldson. At the conclu- 
sion of the fifty-sixth ballot an adjourn- 
ment was taken until this morning at 10 
o'clock, when the voting will be resumed. 
Yesterday was the date for the annual 
election of certain of the county officials. 
Outside of the superintendent of public 
works, all of the present officers were 
reelected. 

The vote of the five members of the 
board for superintendent was divided 
among Captain Donaldson, Captain Da- 
vid G. Wylie, former commissioner of 
public works of the city, and Richard 
Clark, who is now connected with that 
department under the administration of 
Commissioner Collier. The same vote 
prevailed throughout the entire list of 
ballots, without the slightest: change. 

The following is the manner in which 
the commissioners distributed their votes: 

For Donaldson, Commissioners Clifford 
L. Anderson and Judge H. E. W. Palmer. 

For Wylie—Commissioners Walter R. 
Brown and Judge E. B. Rosser. 

For Clark—Commissioner Forrest Adair. 

The commissioners voted for their re- 
spective candidates with determination 
and persistency and none of them ap- 
peared inclined to break the deadlock. 
The same vote may continue throughout 
today’s session, but it is very probable 
that the deadlock will be broken. 

A belief current in some quarters after 
the session yesterday afternoon was to 
the effect that a combination will be 
formed, whereby Clark’s one vote will 
go to Captain Wylie, electing him, and 
that Clark will then be giver the place of 
assistant superintendent. This belief 
may not tecome a realization, however, 
and Commissioner Adair may continued 
to urge his man for first place. It is 
said Clark will not accept second place. 

Another opinion prevails that Clark will 
be the winner, as it is believed that if 
there is a change it will be the votes of 
Commissioners Anderson and Palmer, 
they voting for Clark. It is stated that 
they will nog vote for Wylie. It may be 
that a dark horse will be rushed in. 

A move was made previous to the elec- 
tion which, if it had met with success, 
would have run in a dark horse and se- 
cured the place for him. 

Nim Hurt Declined. 

Commissioners Anderson, Palmer and 
Adair, holding the three necessary votes 
to elect, centered their strength on H. N. 
Hurt, superintendent of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company, and wanted 
him to take the place. Commissioner 
Adair offered the job to Mr. Hurt, and 
he was given until 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon to make known his decision. He 


was told that he could have the place if 
he would agree to go to work immediate- 
ly. 

Before the board convened he notified 
the commissioners that he would decline 
the position, because of the fact that he 
would have to take charge at once. If 
Mr. Hurt had accepted, it is believed that 
Commissioners Anderson and Palmer 
would have voted with Commissioner 
Adair té make Mr. Clark, if the latter 
would accept, assistant, superintendent. 

The board met yesterday morning and 
transacted routine business. Shortly af- 
ter noon, on motion of Commissioner 
Adair, a recess was taken until 3 o’clock. 

This adjournment - was apparently 
agreed upon to give Mr. Hurt an oppor- 
tunity to reach a decision. :

The Fight on Donaldson. 


Tn connection with yvesterday’s effort at 
an election i# an inside story of a strong 
fight on Superintendent Tom Donaldson, 
and incidentally the details of an adroit- 
ly planned political game whéch was put 
in action. The story was generally noised 
about yesterday morning, and while the 
county commissioners refused absolutely 
to discuss it, they likewise declined to 
deny it, ' 

Here are the salient facts in the fight as 
given by one in close touch with al! the 
inner workings of the board. About a 
year ago, when the board was organized, 
the alignment of its members on certain 
subjects was closely defined. Commis- 
sioners Palmer, Anderson and Rosser 
were on one side and Commissioners 
Brown and Adair on the other. 

Luther Rosser, the present county at- 
torney, which position he has filled with 
henor since his election some years ago 
to succeed Colonel W. S. Thomson, is a 
near relative of Judge Rosser. He offered 
for reelection and it was taken for grant- 
ed that he would have no trouble in se- 
curing an election. But right here came 
a hitch, completely a surprise and of a 
nature that seldom presents itself. Com- 
missioners Brown and Adair had been op- 
posed to the election of Superintendent 
Donaldson on account of some feud in 
the board which is immaterial to the in- 
cidents which followed. Donaldson had 
been elected by the votes of Rosser, An- 
derson and Palmer. Messrs. Brown and 
Adair saw a splendid opportunity to de- 
feat Donaldson by interesting themselves 
in a candidate in opposition to *County 
Attorney Luther Rosser. It is understood 
that they went to Commissioner 
Palmer and suggested the name of Colo- 
nel W. S. Thomson as a candidate to op- 
pose Luther Rosser.

The veterans from the home are do- 
ing the best possible in their temporary 
quarters under the circumstances. They 
are quartered two and three in a room 
at the Thompson hotel, on Marietta 
street, which has been rented for them 
for a month, and it is probable provision 
will be made for them to remain there 
until the new home is butflt. 

“It will be impossible,’’ said one of the 
trustees yesterday, ‘“‘to admit any more 
veterans to the home until we get a 
new one built. There is just barely 
enough room for those who are there 
now, though the quarters are as satisfac- 
tory as could be secured,” 

Treasurer Amos Fox, of the board, ar- 
ranged to have meals sent to the veferans 
from Folsom’s for the first two or three 
days. It is hoped, however, that the 
range can be gotten in place and that 
all the necessary cooking can be done 
at the temporary home after today. The 
expense of feeding the veterans are 
still paid by the state. The cost 
of food and servants is about $700 
per month, Treasurer Fox said vester- 
day. This amount comes out of the bal- 
ance of the appropriation made by the 
state for the maintenance of the home. 

Secretary W. H. Harrison has on file 
quite a number of applications for those 
who want to enter the home and who will 
be qualified to do so as soon as the 
pension year expires, which will be the 
latter part of this month. It will be 
impossible, however, to receive them un- 
til the new home is built, unless some 
additional rooms are secured... 

Four of the veterans have been sent 
to the Presbyterian hospital, while two 
are at the Grady hospital. These were 
on the sick list and confined to their beds 
at the time of the fire. Two of them 
sent word to the home yesterday that 
they wanted to be taken back, as they 
were lonesome, 

The first night the veterans moved in- 
to their present quarters the gas went 
out suddenly early in the evening. This 
was due to the fact that the hotel was 
was not supplied with a fregular_ gas 
meter, but had one of the drop-a-quafter- 
in-the-slot kind, and the last quarter had 
just been worked to death when the vet- 
erans moved in. Treasurer Fox arranged 
the next day to have a regulation meter 
put in, and now the lights are all right. 

The veterans in the home will all be 
uniformed by October 20. The uniforms 
were ordered some time ago, and are 
expected to arrive by the middle of the 
month. They are the old confederate 
gray, with state of Georgia buttons, bear- 
ing the coat of arms of the state. These 
will be worn with black hats. The veter- 
ans will present a fine appearance when 
these uniforms arrive. yach man had 
his measure taken so that each one will 
get a suit to fit.

Governor Candler is wrestling with a

for unless the legislature reduces the ap- 
propriations for the coming year 

The figures show that with the taxes 
to be collected the expenses of the state 


@ill be such that there will be a de- 


ciency of $56,888. This will exist with- 
put including the pensions for the indi- 
gent widows, the new class of pensioners 
created at the last session of the een- 
eral assembly. It was provided at that 
time that these should be paid out of 
any funds in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated 

Tt will require $78,000 to pay these wid- 
ows next year, there being about 1,300 
of them. If these are paid the deficiency 


in the treasury will be increased by that 
amount, making a total of nearly $135,000, 

This deficiency, it appears, will exist 
in spite of the fact that the ful! tax 
rate allowed by law, $5.44 on the $1,000, 
was levied this year. This grows out 
of the fact that the legislature made 
®nusually large appropriations last year, 
and heavier inroads than usual have 
been made on the treasury. In some 
respects the state is just a year behind 
in its bookkeeping, as part of the taxes 
to be collected next month will be used 
to pay expenses incurred during the fiscal 
year that has just closed. 

' The situation is one which the legisla- 
ture will have to meet when it convenes. 
There is no doubt that Governor Cand- 
ler will say something about the matter 
In his message, but what he will recom- 
mend is not known at the present time. 
The governor was not inclined to talk 
about the matter yesterday. 

There are two things that the legisia- 
ture can do. One is to reduce the appro- 
priations and the other is to increase 
the tax rate. It is said that it will, 
in all probability. require a two-thirds 
vote of the general assembly to adopt 
the latter plan, and it is not thought it 
will be tried.

NINETY MEN FAIL ON 
TECH EXAMINATIONS 


Of the 200 young men who have applied 
for admission into the Georgia School 
of Technology, ninety failed to pass the 
entrance examination. This does not in- 
clude a good number who applied for 
one class and were admitted into a lower 
one. Of the ninety who failed a very 
few were applicants for junior, while the 
remainder were about evenly divided into 
applicants for apprentice and applicants 
for sub-apprentice. 

These applicants will be given another 
chance to gain admission to the schoo) 
Saturday, when a secend examination 
will be held. Since the last examinations, 
which closed Saturday, these boys have 
been hard at work under special teachers 
and a great many of them exbect to 
pass this time. The boys who failed are 
from all parts of Georgia and the south. 
While there were failures on a great 
many subjects, the mathematics exam- 
ination caused more failures than all the 
others combined. The work at the Tech 
in this branch is very thorough and full 
and it is desired that every student should 


al 
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be well grounded in mathematics before 
he enters the institution. : 

The attendance of this school has be- 
come so large that the faculty has ceased 
all efforts toward increasing the attend- 
ance and is devoting its entire energies 
to raising the standard of work required 
of students. This applies both to en- 
trance examinations and to the regular 
work of the colle~? year. 

The excellent reputation which the 
school’ enjoys in all parts of the south 
insures a large atten§ance for the future, 
and Captain Hall and the faculty are 
now only concerned with giving the stu- 
dents sthe very best technical training 
possible. A few days ago Captain Hall 
said to a representative of The Constitu- 
tion: 

“It is no longer a question of getting 
Students to come here; the problem now 
before us is to provide proper instruction 
for those that we have.” 

The large percentage of students who 
failed to gain admission in the first ex- 
amination is sufficient proof of the high 
standard which is required for entrance 
into the school 

Not until the results of the examina- 
tions on Saturday are known will it 
be possible for the professors to com- 
plete the class rolls. 
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TAX INCREASE MAY 
RESTORE SALARIES 


Barrett Wants Pay of Teachers, Fire- 
men and Policemen Raised. 


HE ASSERTS IT CAN BE DONE 


Councilman From the First Ward 
Says Additional Revenue From 
Improvements Made This 
Year Will Warrant a 
Restoration. 


Councilman Charles A. Barrett, of the 
first ward, feels encouraged at the pros- 
pect of securing favorable agtion on his 
resolution calling upon tne finance com- 
mittee of 1902 to give serious considera- 
tion to the matter of restoring the sala- 
ries of all policemen, firemen and public 
school teachers of Atlanta. 

“T believe,’’ said he yesterday, ‘‘that 
the financial condition of the city next 
year will fully warrant the new finance 
committee in making this provision for 
the employees of the three city depart- 
ments who have had their pay reduced 
just 7 per cent. I noticed in The Consti- 
tution several days ago that the building 
record for the past nine .months has 
smashed all previous records. 

“These great improvements will, of 
course, bring additional revenue to the 
city in the shape of taxes, and the re- 
turns next vear, I expect, will be large 
enough to warrant the restoration of sal- 
aries in the police, fire and public school 
departments. I have estimated that. 10 
per cent of the increased returns will ‘be 
sufficient to make this restoration of pay 
and the expenditure will not be felt by 
the city. 

Can Make Improvements. 

“Of course, there are many needed im- 
provements to be made in 1902, the exten- 
sion of trunk sewers being one of the 
most important of them; but I am cer- 
tain that the remaining w per cent of 
the increase from taxes will be sufficient 
to meet, these new calls upon the city 
treasury. Frankly, I think that some 
city improvements could very well wait 
until these salaries have been restored. 

“I am an earnest believer in and an 
advocate of fair and just wages. When 
a man Or woman gives an honest day's 
work they should. be paid living wages. 
The firemen and policemen protect life 
and property in Atlanta, and surely they 
are deserving of every consideration at 
the hands of the city government. There 
is no calling, to my mind, more impor- 
tant than that of teaching. The instrut- 
tors in the public schools of this city 


should by all means be paid their full 
salaries. 
“Mills, factories and nearly all busi- 


nesses which, suffering from*the money 
panic of some years ago, reduced sala- 
ries, haye during the past year or:so re- 
stored the pay of their employees, and 
I can see no good reason why this city 
should not do the same. I think it was 
a mistake to even cut the pay of city 
employees, but as long as it has been 
done, I am for rectifying the error with- 
out delay. My term of office will expire 
with the beginning of the new year, but 
I shall be just as deeply interested In 
this movement as I am at present. I sin- 
cerely hope that the finance committee, 
at the very beginning of next year, will 
make provision for a restoration of sala-

Commissioner Stevens Receives a 
Letter from a Well-Known 


FITE SUSTAINS 
STATE'S CLAIM 


Overruled Demurrer to Suit 
Brought for Rental of 
Right of Way. 


TITLE TO PROPERTY NEAR 
DALTON IS IN QUESTION 


Cuestion Will Now Go to Supreme 
Court On Ruling Out of the De- 
murrer—Argument Heard 
in State Library Yes- 
terday. 


Judge A. W. Fite, of Cartersville, yes- 
terday overruled the demurrer filed by 
the Southern Railway Company to the 
suit of the state of Georgia against the 
Southern for use and occupation of about 
4 miles of the right of way ef the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad just this side 
of Dalton. The case will now be carried 
to the supreme court upon this demur- 


rer. 

The case was heard by Judge Fite in the 
state library. It will be remembered that 
the testimony in this case was taken be- 
fore Judge Fite here about a month ago 
and yesterday was set as the time for 
hearing the argument. The arguments 
on the side of the Southern were pre- 
sented by Colonel P. H. Brewster, I. E. 
S Shewmate, of Dalton, and Sanders 
McDaniel, while the state was represented 
by Attorney General J. M. Terrell, Spe- 
cial Attorney E. T. Brown, of the West- 
ern and Atlantic. and Hollins Randolph. 
The state’s case was presented to the 
court by Mr. Randolph. 

Contention in Point. 

The contention of the attorneys for the 
Southern was that the lessees of the 
Western and Atlantic and not the state 
should have brought the suit. In this 
connection it was urged that the relation 
of landlord and tenant Wid not exist be- 
tween the state and the Southern, and 
therefore a suit for use and occupation 
could not hold. The Southern algo con- 
tends that the state, by the legislative 
act of 1875, ratified the possession by the 
Southern of this property, it being the 
successor of the Georgia Southern. It 
was further contended that the official 
map of the Western and Atlantic could 
not be used as prima facie evidenge be- 
cause.the special act so providing is void 
for the reason that there is already a 
general act on the subject in question. 

Mr. Randolph then presented to the 
court on part of the state the history 
of the alleged grant of the use of the 
right of way in question. He held that 
the suit was properly brought, as it was 
the state, and not the lessee, that is in- 
terested. The state contends that the 
terms of the original grant of the use of 
this right of way were never complied 
with for the reason that no governor 
ever issued the writ of authority provid- 
ed for in the original grant to the Dalton 
and Gadsden railroad. If such a writ of 
authority was granted, the state holds it 
was granted to the Dalton and Gadsden 
and not to its successors or assigns. 
Finally, if such grant could descend to 
the sudecessors or assigns’ of the Dalton 
and Gadsden, it tgheld that it could not 
be acquired by a foreign corporation. 

The state seeks to require the South- 
ern to pay rental for the use of this right 
of way, and through such suit to estab- 
lish its absolute title to the property in 
question. 

After hearing the argument on both 
sides Judge Fite overruled the Southern’s 
demurrer on every point. Colonel Brew- 
ster gave notice that*he would appeal 
to the supreme court, and the case will 
go there in its order.

The demand for information as to the 
cause and remedy for this trouble was so 
great that the department at once set 
about to have something done. State En- 
tomologist Scott was sent to Putnam 
county and several other localities to in- 
stitute an investigation and meanwhile 
the department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington was applied to for assistance in 
this work. In response to this request 
the division of vegetable pathology kindly 
sent a cotton expert, Professor H. J. 
Weber, to look over the field and see 
what could be done. He arrived on Sep- 
tember 28, and in company with the state 
entomologist he visited Twiggs and Lau- 
rens counties, where the trouble has per- 
haps been most destructive. 

Their investigations were confined more 
especially to one field of 4 acres be- 
longing to Mr. Hughes, at Danville, in 
which at least 50 per cent of the crop has 
been destroyed by the anthracnose dis- 
ease. 

The most promising method of over- 
coming this trouble is the selection of 
immune varieties, or immune plants of 
several varieties, for planting another 
year. Professor Weber and Mr. Scott be- 
gan an experiment of this nature on Mr. 
Hughes’ place. In the badly affected fleld 
above referred to they selected stalks of 
cotton that showed very little or no evi- 
dence of the disease, and from these they 
picked the seed for planting as an experi- 
ment next year, with the hope of secur- 
ing strains that will be resistant to the 
disease. 

This is a method of treatment that can 
be pursued by every farmer; and it is ur- 
gently advised that the growers have 
careful hands to go over their crops and 
make such selections, and in this manner 
there is hope of securing strains that will 
not only be resistant to the anthracnose 
disease, but by a little care improved 
strains of cotton may be secured. 


Professor Weber Talks. 


Professor Weber said in this connection: 

“Anthracnose is a fungus disease which 
is common throughout the cotton belt 
and has been known for more than ten 
years. Ordinarily it does not cause seri- 
ous damage, but in wet seasons when the 
conditions are favorable for its spread it 


Several weeks ago the attention of the | 


may cause great loss. The general spread 
of the disease this year is doubtless due 
to the weather conditions, the season hav- 
ing been unusually wet. A week of damp 
warm weather at the right period may re- 
sult in the disease becoming epidemic. 
The disease being abundant this year, 
however, does not indicate that ft may be 
unduly prevalent next season and there 
is thus no reason for growers to be dis- 
couraged. 

‘The malady could be controlled by 
spraying, but this at present is too costly 
tobe practical for general use. The most 
hopeful means of ultimately controlling 
the disease lies in breeding varieties 
which will be immune to it. Observations 
made in fields this year seems to indi- 
cate that certain varieties, such as King 
and Menton, are aiready in some degree 
resistant to the disease. Whether this is 
the case in all instances cannot now be 
told, and the department of agriculture 
will be glad to receive information from 
growers in regard to the general immuni- 
ty of these or other cotton varieties. In 
almost all varieties furthermore there is a 
great difference in the immunity of in- 
dividual plants and it is very probable 
that by selecting seed from these immune 
plants resistant strains could be obtained 
of almost all standard varieties. 

Working on Egyptian Cotton. 

‘‘The department also has experiments 
under way in importing and adapting 
Egyptian cotton to general growth in this 
country. This year plats of Egyptian 
cotton have been grown in South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Mississippi and 
Texas. A test of this Egyptian growth 
last year by Mr. Viewig, of Godwinsville, 
Ga., for the department was made by one 
of the Egyptian cotton mills in Massachu- 
getts and the product, after careful test 
in manufacture, was pronounced superior 
to the best imported Egyptian and with 
less waste. The Egyptian has small bolls 
like the sea island, but open up better, is 
easier to pick and somewhat more pro- 
ductive. It ordinarily sells at from 16 to Ww 
cents per pound. We now import annual- 
ly about $6,500,000 worth of this cotton for 
manufacturing in this country. 

“It would now seem almost certain that 
this cotton can be successfully grown in 
this country. The department's experi- 
ments will be continued in this direction 
until the industry is established or proves 
to be unsatisfactory. The varieties as 
imported are rather unproductive, but 
this is being overcome by selection. Again 
the brown color characteristic of certain 
Egyptian varieties is largely lost in this 
country, but here again certain individ- 
uals retain the brown color and this qual- 
ity is being fixed by selection.”’

Prime on the Crop Situation. 
(From The New York Stockholder.) 


Chicago, September 28.—We have had a good 
many reports this week as to the outside look 
for the coming corn crop; that is, its condition 
before husking commences, Our attitude on 
this crop has never been changed since the Ist 
of July, but as the season has advanced we 
have corroborated every former statement 
which has been made with regard to its quality 
and quantity. As to bushels which have been 
grown, we never clung to the opinion more than 
we do today that this is very largely guess 
work, But this one thing we are perfectly 
satisfied with today, more than ever, that in 
the history of the grain trade there never was 
as little old or new corn in the country as 
there is today. There never has been a time 
in the history of the country when so much 
corn has been cut up for feeding purposes as 
during the month which is just closing. 

Wide differences of opinion exist as to the 
amount of corn which has been damaged by 
the frost and we are more than ever of the 
opinion that from 25 to 40 per cent of the 
corn that was not dead on the Ist of Sep- 
tember is now unmerchantable corn. 

Old corn is still selling all the way from 50 
to 65c per bushel at points of ‘production for 
feeding purposes, With the price that farmers 
are now getting for the hogs they can make 
money by feeding corn even at these high 
prices. 

Although the price of corn has declined some- 
what this week, this does not relatively change 
the actual situation, and the time has not yet 
arrived when really high prices of corn will be 
the order of the day. 

We are making fairly good progress with 
seeding winter wheat. Going slow Qp- account 
of fear of insects devastating the crop before 
winter, but up to this time we have no signs 
which indicate the appearance of insects in 
numbers to reduce crop prospects. Up in the 
far northwest, farmers are plowing for the
